There was no orgenic disease. An insufficient supply of food 
would prodace this siata. I made а repor: іо the guardians. Her 
life was in extreme danger. She meuded а little every dey. 1 
don't think ehe left her bad for nearly three weeks. She іш now 
making flesh aud improving. I think ehe will eventually recover, 
but I had thought sho was going to die. Tho bruises appeared to 
have been produced by acts uf violenos and blows. She bas been 
under my care ever since. 

Mr Karslake sddressed tho jary with groat foree in favour of the 
prissner. He called upon them not to believe the girl, for he sug- 
gested that her statement of having been orueliy beaten every day.

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HOBRIBLY CRUELTY TO A SERVANT GIRL. 
AT the Dorchester assizes, Frederick Thomas Gomb end Anna 
Maria Gumb were indicted for having neglected to supply Emily 
Fox, a servant, with necersary food, and also for having done, or 
osu-ed to be done, such bodily harm to tha ssid Emily Fox that her 
hfe was endangered at Sherborne on the let of Joly. 

Mr. Н. T. Onla and Mr. Oolling prosecated; and Mr. Karslake, 
Q O., aud Mr. Fiooks defended the prisoners. 

It was one of the most painful and distressing caseg ever heard, 
even surpsseing that of the Birds, which oreated во grest a sonsa- 
tion some years since. The girl in question hed been an inmate of 
the Sherborne Union. The prisoners were man and wife; the 
uusbaud was foreman to а large silk factory at Sherborne. The 
faste of the case are simple, bat sadly painful. This unfortunste 
child, the gubj»c. cf this inquiry, was what was termed a workhoure 
рі –а poor, irisndless orpnan—an illegitimate child bora in the 
Union, brought up there, living there sli her early life, and until 
sne went into the service of the prisoners. She was ignorant ot 
the name of her fatber, knew not her mother. In May, 1561, 
she was botween twelve and thirteen years of age. The ſemele 
prisoner went to the Union, and inquired for a nurse girl. People 
went there for servants because they hed them at а cheap 
rate. The master of the house recommended this girl, and she 
went on & month's trial. She was then in perfect health. She was 
в particalerly healthy, plump girl when «he went into the service 
of the prisoners. Іа the spring of 1865 she ran away, but the 
workbouse authorities sent her back sgain. Nothing more was 
known of her until Christwas-eve last About niae e'clock that 
night this poor ohild was brought to the workhouse, by whom was 
not known. She was taken in, and at that time she was spparently 
dying. She was а complete skele:on—oold, pulseless, and to all 
sppearance almost at the last gasp She was 40 much altered that 
the master avd nurse could not recognise her. The authorities, to 
their great oredit, &oted with the greatest kindness, put ber instantly 
to bed, and cent for the mediosl officer of the Union, who at once 
attended. He found her in such а state that he did not expeot her 
to live. She was аз cold as a corpse, was eporchiess, and unable to 
swallow. By the greatest kindness and attention she was gradually 
rellied. ТЬе case was reported to the guardians, and the poor 
creature told her story. 1: appeared that from the first moment 
she was treated with the most revolting oruelty, aud was nearly 
starved. She had to sleep on а straw bed, with only & sheet and 
counterpane to cover her; her food was cold potatoes and oold 
cabbage, and those were dressed in quantities во that they lasted 
her a week, with sometimes в little thia brota, aud somastimos 
some pieces of dry breed. The female prisener bad oruelly 
beaten her. The bridge of her nose was broken, her сас was 
cut with а blow from а stiok, во that the prisoner had to sew it up 
with a needle ead thread. Sue was covered with bruises from 
bio wa inflicted by her mistress. The poor girl was friendless aud 
had o one to complain to. Oo Obristmas eve, about seven o'olook, 
the wife went to the Union and told the master that she mus: send 
the girl beck, as her husband would not allow her to remain longer 
in tbe house on account of her dirty habita. He told her she could 
not be received without an order. Tne child, however, was brought 
to the Union at nine o'clock that night. Jn consequence of the 
kind treatment shown her she soon «ot better and improved very 
much, and was now als to give her evideace in coart. 

We give the evidence in detai. 

Jobn Ooran: I am the master of the workhouse at Sherborne. 
Em ly Fox was in the union when I went there. She is now fout- 
teen In Mey, 1864, the female prisoner came to tho workboase to 
iuquire for a servant. I showed her this girl, who was ən ille- 
gitimate child. Mrs. Gamb took ber for à month on trial. Bhe 
bad not to рву wages, bat clothe and feed her At the end of the 
month she said she wes satisfied with tho gici, and would 
keep her it she was clothed. The board supplied her with 
clothes. She was a healthy, strong. good-looking girl, plump.

Bat with regard to the 
wife they would say whether she, having the kno wledge and 
having the power to provent or alter it, had given the girl proper 
and anfüclent food. Did they think the male prisoner was guilty ? 
Did they think the female prisoner was guilty ?

SEAROHING FOR TRACES OF A MURDER. 


"Тре search, at Wigan, of the canal for the watch of James Barton, 
the engine tenter, who was murdered at tho Button cr Bawkbouse 
Pit, Haigh, near Wigan, on the night of the 24d of Janvary, 1863, 
was commenced and nearly completed on Soncay last. According 
to the confession cf one of the prisoners now lying іп Kirkdsle 
Gaol this watch was thrown into the Lecds and Liverpool Osnal, 
about twenty yards from а row of bouses which stand near to 
Pendlebury-bridge, some two end в balf miles from the borough of 
Wigan; snd atthe last Liverpool Assizes an examination of the 
bottom of the canal was ordered by Mr. Baron Pigott. After much 
delay the inspection was fixed to bo mede on Sunday week, but 
owing to the water not baving been properly dammed another week 
had to pass before the task could be performed. 

On Saturday, workmen employed by the Canal Oompany fixed 
the customary “sheeting” at Gibson’s Bridge, about balt & mile 
irom the Button Pit, and by means of new stop p'anks they also 
dammed the water at Arley Bridge, nearly а mile further north. 
Тыв tie these wero strong enough, and next morning at day- 
light 107 navvies from the Wigan Waterworks, ia charge of Mr. 
Hunter, the borough engineer, to whom had been entrusied the 
mansgement of the search, вв well as thirty men farnished by the 
Canal Company, arrived at (һә spot to commence operations. 
They were armed with spades, riddles, barrows, and rakes, 
and they had also a pientiful supply of planking, with 
which they at once began to ereot platforms, upon 
which the mud ошӣ be thrown so es to bo con- 
veyed more easily into tho acjacont fields for subse- 
quent examinstion. While some were thus engaged, others 
were raking the side nearest to the towing-puth and carefolly in- 
specting the gravel there; after these ósme a party who raised the 
mud from the bed of a little stream whioh ran down the centre, 
and scattered it over the gravel, and then these were followed by 
the rakers әріп. All these bad a powerful stimulus to exertion, 
in tho shape of an offer of £5 to tho man who should diacover tte 
watch; but though all worked hard from daylight to dusk no 
one earned the reward. Still, however, it is quite possible that the 
watch may be found, for the whole of the mad which was removed 
has yet to bo examined, and this weak it will be passed through 
sieves carefully by the police. 

There was a large crowd of spectators daring the day, but none 
were allowed upon the canal bank, where a large body of police 
from the Wigan, Bolton, and Warrington divisions pocred anxiouly 
into the mud as it wss scattered by the workmen.

ATTEMPTING TO KILL FOUR PERSONS AND 
COMMIT SUICIDE.

Blatch- 
ford cried ont in horror, You villain, what are you about?” 
whereupon prisoner presenting the pistol at her exo simed in an 
angry tone, ч 111 have you, too,” and fired at her. At the moment, 
however, Selina Blatchiord, another daughter, who bad heard the 
first report, entered the room and clasped her armë firmly round 
the prisoner, thereby causing the ball to pass close by her mother’s 
faos. Prisoner managed to get hie hand freed, and fired egein over 
bis shoulder at Selins, but missed his aim. The latter then rushed 
out of the kitchen with her moth^r Another sister, Jane, however, 
hurried in, and raised her sister Elizabeth, who lay bleeding on the 
ground: They boch tried to ercape, bu: fell when near the 
door, and prisoner fired а fourth barrel at them. They got 
up, end hurried into. an adjoining field, where their sister 
and mother were detaining thiir father lest he, too, might get 
within reach of the prisoner and become his target. Left 
alone in the kitchen, the prisoner took пр а large butcher's 
knife lying on the dresser and cut his own throat, dividing the 
amall arteries and the windpipe in two places. He then rushed 
out, blood flowiug copiously from his throat; but was seized by 
Mr. Blatchford and bis son, who bound up his wound; but 
м tore off the bandages, which, however, were again fastened by 
them. 

Mr. W. О. Northey, surgeon, described the wounds. 

It also appeared from the evidenos that prisoner and Elizabeth 
Blatchford had been on intimate terms, and that ho had got it into 
his head that her parents objected to the match, which made his 
deer Elizabeth uneasy.

BUBNING OF THE BRITISH SHIP ABEONA BY THE 
OHINESE. 


Tux Board of Trade have received the subjoined from the British 
consul at Tamany, island of Formosa, taken by him on osth from 
Captain Murray, late master of the ship Abeons, of Liverpool, from 
Hong- Korg to Oheefoo, which was attacked, plundered, and burnt 
off that island :—

I 
was compelled to accept this proposition as our ammunition was 
expended, and many boats were cruising about. Ав soon se it com- 
menoed to get dark the mandarin's men and the men on deck began 
to plunder the ahip. They compelled us to leave the ship. It ap- 
peared it was agreed amongst them to take the ship that night, as 
there was assistance expected next — We left the vessel 
about seven p.m., under the escort of one of the mandarin's men, in 
a sampan, they filling the sampan with cargo after they got us into 
her. On the way ashore they plundered us of all we had except 
what we stood io. Next morning at daylight the ship wae in 
flames. We were taken under the protection of the mandarias and 
detained ten days, they trying to recover the cargo, and 
during that time they bsheaded three mon and hang one 
of the principal ringleaders. They treated us very kindly, and 
finally provided us with 200 dols. to pay our expenses towards 
Hong-Kong. It is my opinion that we owe our safety to the fre- 
quen: correspondence with her Britannic Majesty's vice consul and 
Jonn Dodd, Еге, of Ташепу. The latter gentleman had taken 
means to provide us а kind reception in ail the places on our way 
up here. I beg to state that it was reported the ganboat Flamer 
was expected cown, whioh the mandarine sppeared to be very much 
a'rsid of. We arrived here (Hong-Kong) on the evening of the 
81st of October, aud were kindly provided for by the British сорап, 
The burning of the ship wee sald to have беед done by the man- 
Gerins, with a view to atop the plundering. I recovered through 
tho mandarins my own chronometer and sextant, all bat two tubes, 
aud one change of clothing.”
